If the work 
is not done by the property 
owners it will he done by 
the city and the costs taxed 
against the property. 

Sierra Madre has been 
noted in the past for its 
many advantages in climate 
and location, but it is about 
to have an additional repu¬ 
tation as a producing cen¬ 
ter. The Auxiliary Carbure¬ 
tor Company, which was a 
partnership consist i n g of 
Sierra Madre men, has in¬ 
corporated under the laws of 
California and in the fluture 
it will be known as ‘Wawx- 
hurst Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany.” 

F. B. Lewis has sold Bella 
Vista Terrace to Mr. Cannon 
of Redondo Beach and will 
give possession on June 
first. This group of eight 
semi detached cottages was 
called by ‘The Craftsman" 
magazine ‘‘the last word” in 
architecture of the kind. It 
w'as designed by Irving J. 
Gill and Mr. Lewis has de¬ 
veloped the property in a 
most artLstic manner. It has 
gained a wide reputation 
for its beauty and novelty 
of plan. 'Mr. ik-wis and fam¬

dren Rehabilitation Center’’ 
(bus honoring Mrs. Brock- 
way. 

It .all started back in the 
thirties. Mrs. Brock way, 
crippled hcr.self, could well 
understand the feeling and 
plight of the crippled child. 
She was a very energetic, 
enthusia.stic lady with a 
very big and compassionate 
heart for all, especially for 
children, and it didn’t take 
long before she bad enlisted 
a group of eqdially enthus¬ 
iastic ladies to her cause. 
They first met officially in 
1935 and by 1936 the League 
was officially founded. 

Mrs. Brockway passed 
away last November, but 
will long be remembered for 
her crusading efforts in be¬ 
half of crippled children. 
Her doctor husband, who 
had been chief of staff at 
the Center, pre deceased her 
by some 15 eyars. 

Mrs. Brockway — one of 
the quiet, unsung heroines 
of our society — in some 
slight way honored for her 
work.
